Note Contains the Auuoaueement That 
the Sitnation it One Which Does 
>'ot Brook Delay. 



No Limit Mu&t Be Set By Ruttia to 
Her Apology or the Extent of 
Compvnaation For tht 
tufferera. , 

London, Oct. 26.— Great Britain Mon* 
day aent a long and ursmit note to the 
Bnaalan goyemment olllclally detail- 
lag the circumstances of the amazing 
and unexplained adack by the Rus- 
Hian second Fttcific squadron diirlnp; 
the night of October 21, on British 
flBhtng boats In the North sea. The 
text of the note l\aa not been given 
out, but it is officially stated from the 
Jbreipn«f)tnre thiit if contaius Ilic slc- 
niflcant announceni'iit iliai 'the sit- 
nation l8 one In \^'hi('l) the diiitiion of 
his majesty's government does not 
broolc delay." 

Meanwhile the conservative public 
and press are remarkably undcnion- 
HtralMt. As usual ihc iint;i) t-leiiu'iit 
demands war. and even in official quar- 
lers some go so far as to say that It 
may be necessary to stop the Pacific 
fleet pending settlement of the whole 
affair, though this extreme measure. 
It is believed, will not be necessary. 
lCv« rywhore there is evidence of the 
very positive opinion that this is no 
time for the usual diplomatic dilly dal- 
lying, that there must be no delay and 
no limit set by Russia to her apology 
or the extent of compensation for suf- 
ferers liy what King Kdward himself 
terms "The tmwarrantable action" of 
the Baltic squadron conunanders. 

There is no attempt anywhere 
among men of responalbility to mag- 
nify the occurrence into a deliberate 
act of war; hii! in view of the present 
inability to find an explanation there 
is being poured upon the heads of the 
otBcera of the squadron a flood of in- 
vective and inaintkatlon. though Incom- 
petence before and thereafter com- 
plete panic is the most generally ac- 
cepted explanation. Tlnis far no offi- 
cial word has been ie(eive<l from 'St. 
Petersburg as to the attitude of the 
Ruaaian government. Tbe^fact that it 
had been decided daring *the day to 
prepare a semi-official note expressing 
th*^ regre* of the Russian government 
and its willinKness m make full repa- 
ration so soon as the responsibility is 
flxed waa communicated to Lord 
Lanadowne. * 

The absence during the day of Count 
Benkendorff. (he Russian nintins-adnr, 
necessarily cnused some di lay. but 
the Russian charge d affaires, who 
called at the foreign office on request 
by note tram Lord Lansdowne. unofn- 
clally expressed deep regret and, as 
far as it was possible for him to go. 
gave assurance of sjieedy action by 
the Russian govferninent. Lord I.ans- 
downe. in this interview, told .VI. San- 
MOnoff, the charge, that he desired to 
aae Ambassador Benltendorfl Tuesday 
looming. Lord Lansdowne asked M. 
Saaaonoff if he couM offer any expla- 
ngtion of the affair, and the latter re- 
pllod that be only knew wbat had ap- 
pMred in tbe papers and that he had 
nbt received any word up to that time 
from St. Petersburg. Lord Lansdowne 
gave no suggestion as to what might 
bo done in the matter. 

At the Russian embassy it was. stat- 
ed that "the whole affair was so obvi- 
ously a mistoke, from whatever cause, 
that Ruaaia'a courae was plainly dic- 
tated, namely, "Apology and ample 

compensation." 

The actual casualties during the one- 
sided bombardment off Hopper bank 
can be correctly stated since the ar- 
rival at London Monday evening of 
tbe carrying ship Swift, reporting the 
safety of the mladlng trawlert. The 
Swift left the fleet at 10 a. m. 09 Octo- 
ber 23. Her captain said: 

"The Russians gave not the slli.;ht 
est warning prior to the commence- 
ment of the firing. Tbe admiral of the 
flshtng fleet sent up a rocket warning, 
and then the flring commenced. He 
again pent up four green rockets, but 
this only ;9eemed lo ineoane the feroc- 
ity of the bomhardmtni. Tlie p(K>r 
markamanahlp of tbe Russian gun- 
aora waar the only thing that saved 
the entire fleet within rani* of the 
searchlights and guns." 

At the Inquest at Hull Mfmday it 
was stated that one vestel, the Crane, 
was sunk and that four or five were 
more or lesjii damaged- In tbe state 
mert of th# coroner to tho Jury that 
ofhcial said It was a queatioa of vary 
grave and possibly international im- 
portance; but it woiiltl be their duty 
to And who were the luiudertrs of tbe 
dead men. After the identlAca^iQH of 



the bodies, tne Inquest adjourned to 
Nov«inber 2. 



IN A tINKINO CONDITION. 



The Hull of a Ship With Provlalons 
For the Baltic Fleet Pierced. 

Ix)ndon. Oct. 25.— The steamship 
Ksperanxa, which is due to sail from 
Harry with provisions for the Russian 
Baltic fleet, was found Monday to be 
in a sinkin.i? condition, her hull having 
been pierced lielow the water line. 
The injury is not explained, but it 
must have been the wanton act ol 
some man empldyed about the ship 
in resentment ot tbe North Sea inci 
dent. 

AT ST. FETSRStURflU 



The Firing on tiie British Fishermen 
Considered aa a Blunder. 

St, Pettrabarg, Oct. 25 — No official 
yr unofficial Russian explanation of 

the unfortunate affair off Dogger bank 
Is forthcoming up to last midnight and 
the world must wait to hear Vice Adm. 
Rojestvenski'a veraion of the firing 
upon the Britiah fishermen. Tho fail- 
ure of steam trawlera with their nets 
out to obey the signals from the Ruar 
sian warships or the nervousness of 
some officer who imagined that fisher- 
men working with their nets in the 
water were laying mines, may be re- 
sponsible for the blunder. As aoon aa 
the facts are established it Is certain 
that the Russian government will vol- 
untarily offer the fullest reparation. 

It is even hinted that the emperor 
Tuesday will send a formal message 
to King Edward conveying his pro- 
found sorrow for the Incident and of- 
fering to niaKe what reparation is pos- 
sible as soon as the responsibility can 
be flxed. These advance assurances, 
it is hoped, will be met in an amicable 
spirit by Greet Britain. 



bAITISH PACIFIC SQUADRON. 



It la Directed to Concentrate at Et- 
quimalt Immediately. 

Victoria. B. C. Oct. 26.— It was 
learned from officials at Esquimau 
Monday night that orders have been 
received from admiraliv headfiuaUers 
directing the immediate concetitration 
of tbe entire Pacific squadron at Ks- 
quimalt. H. M. S. Flora, now in Cen- 
tral Americaa watera haa been ordered 
to retnm at once instead of proceed 
ing to Valparaiso. There is much ac- 
tivity at the naval atatioa and Impe- 
rial barracks. 



BUREAU OF EQUIPMENT. 



The Annual Report of Rr. Adm. Henry 
N. Manney, the Chief. 



WnBhington. Oct. 25.— One of the 
principal recommendations of Rr. Adm. 
Henry N. Manney. chief of the bureau 
of equipment, la bis annual report ap- 
proved by Saeretary Morton Monday, 
is that congress be asked for an ap- 
propriation of $150,WM) for the further 
equipment of the navy with wireless 
telegrapliy. For the construction of a 
coal storage plant at the naval station, 
Charleston, $200,000 la asked. Other 
reooifimendations of importance are: 
Navy yard, Pensacola, a modern coal 
iiili j ianl; navy yard, .Mare Island. l)u 
reau of equipment building costing 
(125,000:' naval observatory, $25,000; 
naval station. San Juan, equipment 
workshop and foundry, $125,000. Adm. 
Manney recommends the transfer of 
the compass office from the bureau of 
eciulpment to the, naval con aervatory. 

BOTH ARMIBS ENTRENCHINO. 



No Reaumption of Fighting of a Oan- 
•ral Charaetar. 

New York, Oct. 25. — There has been 
n(j risiirnption of fl^;hting of a general 
chaiacter (ii llie Sliaklie rl\iT. r>oth 
Russians and Japanese are entrench- 
ing their positions. The outposts are 
within 700 yards of each other and 
less than four miles separates the 
main armies. A scarcity of fuel Is 
causing the soldiers to suffer greatly 
since cold weather set in. St. Peters- 
burg has information that tbe Japan- 
ese army confronting Oen. Kuropatkia 
ia receiving heavy reinforcements from 
the Port Arthur army and direct from 
Japan. •

Washington. Oct. 26.— The navy de- 
partment has determined that Secre- 
tary Tail's visit to Panama will start 
from Pensacola instead of Tampa, as 
was originally projected, the reason 
being that the Columbia, which ia to 
( urry the party, oaa aot enter Tampa 
harbor safely because of her great 
draft. The party expects to start from 
Pen.Hacola on the Hth and the Colimi- 
bia will be speeded with her triple 
screws lo make tha trip to Ooloa with- 
in four days.

AU Innocent Tarty to a Divorce For 
Inlldelitjr Can Remarry After Uue 
Year Has Elapsed. 



Satisfactory Evidence Touching Facts 
In the Caae Muat Be Laid Before 

the Ecclesiastical Authority 
Before the Remarriage. ■ 

Boston. Oct. 26.— An agreement on 
che divorce question vras reachc Mon- 

day l)y tbe house of bishops and the 
house of deputies of the Episcopal gen- 
eral convention, after many days of 
discussion. That section of the canon 
bearing directly on tbe remarriage of 
divorced persons, which waa amended 
by the bishops Saturday, assented to 
by the deputies "Monday, and become 
effective at once. Is as follows: 

"No minister, knowiiiKly after due 
inquiry, shall soiemnfze the marriage 
of any person who has been or is the 
husband or the wife of any other per- 
son living, from whom he or she has 
been divcrcfd for any eause aiisiim 
after marriape. Hut this canon shall 
not lie held to apply to the Innocent 
party in a divorce for adultery, pro- 
rided. that before the application for 
-iK'b reiuarria.ue a period of i,.'" !"ss 
than one year shall have ela;is, ■!. ,ift- 
er evidence touchini: the fai-is in the 
case, includin^^ a copy of the court s 
decree, and record If practicable, with 
•tuch proof that the defendant was per- 
wnally served or appeared in the ac- 
tion, be laid befoi e the »>ccleslasl Ic'al 
authiiiity and such ttolcsiastical au- 
thori'v, having taken legal advice 
thereon, shall have declared in writ- 
ing that In hia Judgment the case of 
(he applicant conforms to the require- 
ments of this canon, and provided, 
further, il'.it it sliall be within the dis 
cretion of any minister to decline lo 
solemnize any marria>.e." 

Tbe bishops adopted an amendment 
to a section refevring -fo- the adminis- 
tration of s{ c raments providing that if 
a clerKMi.iiii siiall have reasonable 
cause to doubt whether a person has 
been married, "otherwise as the word 
of God and .discipline of this church 
allow", aucb clergyman shall refer ihe 
matter to the bishop before adminis- 
tering the sacraments. The deputies 
'ind made an exception in favor of 
"the iimocmt pf.rty divorced" <>n the 
ground of adultery, who had remar 
ried, but the bishops struck out the ex- 
ception. Their action waa accepted 
by tbe house of depntlea Monday. 

Leading churchmen expressed Ihe 
oi)lnlon that the restrictions placed 
upon the renifirria>.'t of an innocent 
narty to a divorce are so stringent that 
the remarriage of divorced perstms 
will be rare in the church hereafter. 
It is understood, however, that an at 
tempt will be made to have the next 
convention ."-pecifically d< dare against 
remarriage under any conditimis. 

The house of deputies rejected, after 
a long debate, a resolution Introduced 
by Rev. B. Talbot Rogers, of Fon du 
Lac. Wis., lo strike otit the words 
"Protestant EpiHCojialian" from the ti- 
tle page of the book of common pia.\er. 

Both bouses- have appointed a joint 
commission to consider tbe advisabil- 
ity of electing a presiding bishop of 
the church. As presiAsnt, the senior 
bishop occupies this xMisition. and it Is 
claimed that the duties are too heavy 
for an aged ditjcesan. Thf commis- 
sion will report to the next eonven- 
lion.
